Tax President yesterday veloed the new Freed
men's Bureau bill, The bil had been framed
with epecific reference to avoiding the main
objections urged by the Executive to the formear
one. It fniled, however, to secure his approval.
The me:sage 18 in the muin & repetition ol that
of the 19th of February lust.

The bill, upon being returned to the House of
Representatives, where it originated, wis imme
distely passed over the veto by a vote of 1M to
88—tbe entire Republicsn strength preseat,
excopt Raymonnp, of New York, vol n¢ for it,
The bill was at once sent to the Senate, where,
after & few chuaracteristic remarks Irom Mr,
Hexprioga and Mr. Savissony, it was also
passed by o vote ot 33 to 12, the Chalrman de-
olaring it to have received the constitotional
majority, and to be a law, notwyithetanding the
objections of the Presidont.

Put two of our New York contemporaries
refer to the matter. Bpeaking of it, the Tribune
saysi—

“The prompt action of Congress in passing
the Freedmen's Bureau bill over the Presidential
veto makes tha® document & mure expression ot
Presidentin] opimon, The bill i+ u law ol the
land, and beyond any argument of ours, We
think Congress acted wi-h wise mtropidity, and
we sge no arsument of tne Presidear ympottant
enough to have delayed the measure a mngle
dny.

'):Mr. Jounsox’s message is in better temper
than most ot his publicutions, [He makes the
objection that this bill 18 unnecessary by reason
of the Civil Rights biil, which, although not
pleasant lo the Pred dent, wuas even more so
than the present weasure, The danger< of mili-
tary law and wilitury tribonals are dwelt opon
with an emphiagis thal seems strauge when we
remember that the wiiter jound warrant enough
in mitary judement to summarily hang tive
men and one womsn, The Presidont’s dislike
to mihtlary tmbunals receives o cerwin amounc
of our sympathy., We are anxious to
se¢e our army swords turned into ploueh-
shares and pronnghooks, and our cmly
apparelled soldiers doing good work

¢ open farm lands avd forests of the
Northwest, We thiok the President could
have done this by elving tbe negro his
only weapon of seltdeten-e—the ballor, A
voting citizen 18 not often oopresaed. The talis-
man of saffrage has & sirange nfinence over

politicians aod public men, lmpartial soilrage
would have muade ibe negro the equal of the
whaite, sbundantly able v detend hunselt and
fight bis way in the world., The Presideat has
relused this. We charge him with havine pari-
1yzed the canse of impartigl sultiage, and made
& new con'est lor its realization necessary. He
basthrown his Adminstrati m against i, making
an ignoble test mmong his tollowers, an 1 carry-
ing out it possible, in & more olfensive way, Mr,
Buonanan's pulicy towards Lecompton. He
made the negro helpless, nel her free nor slave,
but the pondescript freedman. He placed him
in the condition of dependence that demunded
lhli protection given by the Freedmen's Bureau
il

“The evil that President Joaxsox laments is
an evil of hi* own creat on. We do not say that
the people of the Bouth, us u body, are the op-
precsors of the black race. We have had too
many conspicuons examples ol humanity and
kindnees, on the part of Icmllu% Southern men,
w permit our-elves to make this charge, But
we have also seen—and the President is a wit-
noss—a spirit of easte, of enmity, race warring
npon race, and laborer upon laborer, ending in
murder and 1apine. There are clusses m the

South who ‘how towards the neegro the envy
that cannot bear to see s fellows rise, and
the chagrin ¢t dieappomnted mastery., Because
they cannot own the negro body and soul,
they wounld either slay him, or make his portion
miserable vpon the earth, If this were other-
wise, dowes the President regard it as good
democracy for one class to live only npou the
generosity of ancther? Is it consstent with
republican inshitutions for the negro to have no
bope of advancement but whal rests with the
eharity of his forwer musters? How long would
it bave taken ANprREw JonnsoN—pror laboring
man—io have become President if, becaus: of
kis poverty and lapor, he had been turned over
to kin."ne-se ot rich neightora? It was he-
cause he recelved justica that he rose. Give the
black wan justice and he will advagee himself,

“The erime of the Presidentinl policy lies n
his cowardly surrender to the slave spirit the
fruite of our victory over the slave power. This
one etep was the easy, f(atal descent. We

alludos are suoh men #s Daroxmeninas, Davs,
Wise, Honren, Mazow, ¢te, Would it not be a
choice sight to ses one or two such traitors as
these eitting ns Cabinet officers at Washinaton ¢
The efirontry which ennbles this orean of the
dticunion Demoorncy to make such & proposi
tion i one of the *‘siyns of the timea.”

The Redemption of Iialy,
Prussia's thundering legions upn the banks of
the Elbe, and beneath the shadows of the Giant
Mountamns, have scromplishad that for Italy
which her own brave sons had failed to do upon
the banks of the Po and the Mincio, “The
man of blood sud iron,” the German absolutlst,
Bismank, has proved the liberator of Italy.
Not the Quadrilateral, but ihe pasacs of the
Bohemian mounialins, have become the gateway
to Venetis.

“Italy has been strusgling against foreien
dominatfon for a thousund years, and in vaio,”
gafd old MerrErxion in 1816, Bot the long
centest bids lair ot last to be pat to rest, and
the spirit of Itallan unationality seems about to
realize its dream of conturez in a free and
united Italy “from the Alps to the s«a."

The offer of the Emperor of Ausiria to ceda
Venetia to the French Emperor will doubtless
be aceepted; but Lovis NarouroN will take the
prize only to trausfer it fo ats rightul owner,
the [talian people. Tuhad alredly been ramor:d,
betore this otfer of FRANCIS JoseEPH was made,
that Iaiy had effered to Frapce the i<land ot
Bardinia us an inducement for such intervantion
as should secure to hor Lthe porsogsion of Vonetia,
Whether the French Bmpecor will hold Vieron
Esaxven to his otler, if such an one has bean
made, temains to be seen, It 18 also o matter
of some doubt whether the secret treaty which
doubtless exists burween Prussin and Italy will
admit o' the latter's withdrawing from {he con-
test while Prussia keeps the tield, Still, io any
event, we look wpon the trans'er of Venetia to
Italy as inevitable. With the victorious hists
of Prussia pushing down towards Vienna over
the debris of Austria’s tinest army, led on by
her ahiest general, and threatening the very
throne upon which FrANCIS Josers sits, he is
in no condition to prelong the contest with
Vicron EMANUEL and Gagisanot,. Wenssume,
therefore, that the unity ot ltaly Is an accom-
plished tact.

The recovery ol Venetla will leave but one
more “vexed question” m the way of Italian
progress, and that is the question of the tempo-
ral power of the Pope. It is impossibie that the
anomuly of thie imperium in imperio, this
power within & power, shonld much lopger
continne to exist. Loog ago the Italian people,
lett to ihemselves, would have made Rome
the capital of a spiritusl empue only.
An important step towards the setticment
of this question has been made duar-
ing the present contest by the secnlar-
ization ot the monastic establishments throuzh-
out 1tdly., The Government, during the discus-
sion of this mueasuye, placed it not upon econo-
mical grounds, but upon higher moral and poli-
ticul considerution=. Doubuless it hud ita eye
upon this very matter of the overthrow of the
temporal power of the Pope.
We feel confident that the hour of Italy's re-
demption, political and religious, I8 at hand.
That land, so long renowued tor gl that is gread
und glorious in huwan nehievement, is about to
resew its youth.

“Evon now the flame
Bursts forth where ouee 1t varat so glorously,
and, dying, lett a splendor ke the day,
That lile the duy d:Tused hiseil, and stiil
Riesses the earth—the light of eemus, virtos,

G enuness fo thougnt aud act, conempt of death,
God-Hreexampls!"

These Prussian needie guns are doing gooi
service for humanity. That rueged, fierce
Bismaex is God's instrument in a grander work
than the conquest of the Duchics or the aggran-
dizement of Prussia, Consclously or uncon-
sciously he s the apostle ol progress, not of
reaction, and is butlding up the cause of the
people rather than that of their oppressors.

The Republican ovarty
reprecents the dominant senseé of the North;
that party is racical; the JonxsoN men in it
tun be told off on the fingers. The party is
opposed 1o the Presloent's policy, and while #
is tar ir¢ms right in its treatment of tue question
ol recou-truction, it 8 far nearer in line with
correct principle thun are those who sustain the
White House policy, There may be o low
‘conservalive’ Republicans who expect the
orgunizetion of s new and strong party at
Pollgdelpbin, They will ind, however, thut the
Denocrats will not surrender their name, nor
will they absudon Lheir prinelples, or allow
Republican perverts to lead 5 in the meeting.

**Hook nnd Lodder’ was last in the order of
marching, blue fannel sbhirts and black pants
being their uniform. Their trock was drawn by
four wbite horses, upon which wus srranged
4 canopy, upon which was placed s monumeat
in mewcry of the Oonfederate dead, npon which
was keated a beantitul yonug girl, meurning for
the ‘dead natiov' sod its martyrs. She was
dressed In red, white, and rod, with eraps over

the stars which represoat (be Bouthern Blates,

8he wore manscles on her bands, with chains
at her feet, us indicative o' the condition of her
own native land, She id not represeut the
Geddess o Laberty (as some of the eral offis
com supposed ), but the Bouth, the down-trodden,
the oppressed South. Tt was painfully bean

fitul and touching, and reminded us ol Axnpo-
Macnm Iying chained and weeping for Her lord,

“ The orocession, followe 1 by private oarriazoes
nnd eltizens, alter murching through the prin-
cipal strects of the city to the tune of ‘Dixie!
and other approprinte airs, repa'red fo the
Market Square, woere it wns dismissed.”

In another part of the paper, speaking of the
celebration, the editor sass:—

“The day pasred off with much harmony and
good fecliug, until the ditloront tire companies
sturfed m procession, They all turned oat beau-
titully decrated with wreaths, flowsrs, and aver
greens, while the greatly to e admired Hook
and Ladder Company came oit bearing a flne
monument, dressed off i deep mourning, in
moemory of the gallant Confederate dead, This,
we are rOrry to pay, gave some little offenso to
our militury rulers, and brought forth remarks
feom eome of them which, o «ome extent,
marred the pleasures of the evening, and even
introduced lsell into the elrcle of the merry
dance, to the great annorance, not only of the
minle portion of our commumty, biut of the tair
lndies w ho thoneht fit to honsr the terpsicho-
rean hall with their emiling and lovely faces.”

What & haadship it is, truly, taat these pa-
triotw Texans, who 80 mourn (he **dead nation,”
are not peemitted to make laws for the loyal
people of the United States! We think a lictle
further reconsiruction will not be amiss in their
Cnse,
